An Act to incorporate the Plantation called Sudbury Canada 
in the County of York into a Town, by the name of Bethel and for 
dividing the same town and establishing therein two Parishes. 

Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled and by the authority of the same, 
that the Tract of land called Sudbury Canada bound as follows, 

Beginning at a Beach tree marked S Y one mile from Amare- 
scoggin River and on the North Side of Peabody's Pattant, thence 
running South twenty degress East; four miles and one half on 
Peabody's Patent, and Pryeburg Academy land to a Hemlock Tree 
marked 7 '-f-f- ///. Thence East twenty degress north, nine miles 
on Oxford and State land to a Beach Tree marked /, thence North 
twenty degress West four miles, one quarter and sixty rods on 
Newpennicook to Amairescoggin River, thence West two degrees 
South three miles and three quarters on Howard’s Grant to a 
Beach Tree; Thence West thirty four degrees sough on Thomastown 

to the first Mentioned Bound, - Together with the Inhabitants 

thereon, be and they are hereby incorporated into a Town by the 
name of Bethel, And the inhabitants of same Town are hereby 
invested with all the Powers, privileges and immunties which the 
Inhabitants of Towns within this Commonwealth do or may by Law 
enjoy- 

And be it further Enacted that Benjamin Russell, Esq. is 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue his Warrent directed to 
some Sutable Inhabitant of said Town of Bethel directing him 
to notify the Inabitant;s of sard Tov/n quallified to vote in town 
affairs, to meet at such time and place as he shall appoint to 
choose such officers as other Town are empowered to choose at 
their annual meetings in the month of March or April annualy. 
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Be it further enacted by the authority afore said, that 
the said Tom of Bethel he, and the same is hereby divided into 
two distinct Parishes, to be designated "The East Parish" and 
"•/est Parish" and the following shall be the dividing line be¬ 
tween said Parishes (viz) Beginning on the South line of the 
Tom at a Tree marked sixteen seventeen, standing on the line 
between the sixteenth & seventeenth Ranges to the north line of 
the town; and all the lands in said Tom with the Inhabitants 
thereon, Bast ox said dividing line be and hereby are incorportated 
into a seperate Parish by the name^>f the East Parish in Bethel, 
and all the Thad in said Town with the Inhabitants thereon West 
Oj. une said dividing line, be and hereby are Incorporated into 
a seperate Parish by the name of the West Parish in Bethel. 

And that each of sa.id Parishes be and are hereby proessed (sic) 
with all the Powers, Privileges and immunities which other .Parishes 

within this Commonwealth are entitled to or do by Law enjoy- 

And be it further ennacted by the Authority afore said; that 
Benj. 11 Russell, Esq... be and he is hereby authorized to issue his 
Several Warrants directed to some sutable (sic.) person in Each 
of said Parishes Requiring him to notify and warn the Inhabitants 
wherein he lives to meet at the time and Place expressed in such 
Warrent for the purpose of choosing such Parish officers as may 
by chosen in the Month of March or April Annually, and also to 
transact any other Business that maj^ be legally transacted in
